Albany, N. Y „ March no.—Five mil­ 
lion dollars probably could repair the 
damage done by fire in the state capi­ 
tol, but money cannot restore the his­ 
torical records which were the pride 
of its state library. 
After examining 
the exterior walls with a transit State 
Architect W are said that the massive 
pile of granite was as plump and true 
as ever. 
Although 
the fire started in 
the 
northwest, corner of the building it 
caused the greatest havoc in the south­ 
west corner. 
Here the red tiled, point­ 
ed cupola fell, carrying down part of 
the carved granite work that support­ 
ed it and a towering stone chimney. 
The entire west wall above the second 
floor was blackened and many of the 
stone window frames were ruined by 
the fierce heat. 
The granite cornice 
also was ruined. 
Conservative esti­ 
mates place the damage to the exterior 
stone work at $2,000,000. 
The interioi masonry was damaged 
to the extent of $1,500,000 and the 
•ame sum will represent the loss on 
the contents of the state library. 
No trace has yet been found of Sam­ 
uel J. Atdiott, the aged night watch­ 
man in the state library. 


W ater Increases Damage. 


The flames 
licked 
up 
the 
state 
library, court of claims, the assembly 
library and document rooms, most of 
the offices of the excise department 
and the quarters of the senate finance 
committee and water and smoke took 
up the work that the flames laid down 
and the damage from this cause ex­ 
tends to every part of the building. 
"Hie tire is still burning in the ruins 
beneath what was once the beautiful 
cloud 
painted 
ceiling of the state 
library reading room and water is 
pouring in from seven lines of hose, j 
W ater still drips through the ceilings 
In nearly all parts of the west wing 
and cascades down the stone stairs; 
hut the fire is subdued and the wrork of 
repair already begun. 
A hundred na­ 
tional guardsmen stand guard in the 
deserted corridors and fifty policemen 
patrol the streets outside to protect 
the dismantled end of the building. 
Next to the financial loss the chief 
effect of the fire will he inevitable de­ 
lay in the machinery of state govern­ 
ment. 
Although the senate chamber 
stands practically untouched and a 
few thousand dollars can restore the 
meeting place of tho lower house a 
week or longer may intervene before 
legislative business can proceed in its 
accustomed channels. There was talk 
of a recess and only the constitutional 
requirements of taking a daily ballot 
until a United States senator is chos­ 
en keeps the legislators here. 


Building Regarded Fireproof. 


The state carried no insurance, as 
the capitol building had been regarded 
as fireproof. 
It was, in fact, not the 
building that burned, but its contents. 
Most precious, from the historian's 
standpoint, of the 
fuel 
the 
flames 
found in their path were the twenty- 
three manuscript folio volumes of the 
famous official records of the govern­ 
ors of the city of New Amsterdam,, 
covering a period from 1630 to 1674. J 
These were in course of translation; 
the translations were burned with the 
original Dutch documents. 
In addition to these the state lost

George Clinton, 5,000 pieces in all, and 
the original letters of 
Sir 
William 
Johnson 
and 
Governor 
Daniel 
D. 
Tompkins. 
In the office of the regents’ exam­ 
iners 30,000 examination papers re­ 
ceived from the high schools of the 
state were destroyed, but the price­

Lincoln relics in the custody of the 
educational department were in the 
big safe on the ground floor and were 
uninjured. 
These include the original 
manuscript of Washington’s farewell 
address,

original copies of the state eonstitu 
tion and the Major Andre papers. 
Among the documents lost wTere rec­ 
ords dealing w ith the history of South 
Carolina during the Revolution.

That Madero’s father and brother 
have some plans, backed up by assur- :

Aware of this fact the Maderos at 
San Antonio are believed here to have 
gone to the frontier with the purpose 
of getting into communication with 
Francisco I. Madero, Jr., and possibly 
of meeting with him.

of El Paso, or by railroad to Chihua­ 
hua City via Eagle Pass or Laredo, 
Tex., is not known here, but a signifi­ 
cant statement made by the junta was 
"that if the Maderos go into Mexico it 
will he with the consent of the Mexi­ 
can government.”
